The Tripartite Pact was 
concluded as, and remains, e peace pact in the sense that it wes entered into 
largely with a view to preventing a thizd Power from participating in the 
Buropean var or Sino-Japanese conflict, thus limiting the participants and 
dimensions of the war and also to bringing about peace at the earliest pos- 
sible datee Japan's idcals were epitomized in the preanble of the Pact, and 
it is necéless to say that yapen, remaining absolutely loyal to the aims and 
ideals enunciated, will elyvwys find herself standing by her allies in carry- 
ing out her duty under the Tripartite Pact. 


The Foreign Minister would equally deplore end regret, if by any 
untoward circumstances, Creat Britain and this country were to become er- 
broiled, not only because of the recollection of the years Guring which the 
tro countries were united in alliance, but also beceuse such a tragic even- 
tuality would be fraught v the danger of destroying modern civilizetion 
to the undoing of the dest pa of Inmanity.
